Mr. Bush opened the meeting by saying that he was pleased 
to inform the Board Principals that the President would announce today 
the appointment of Mre EE, H. Knocheas the new Deputy Director of 
Central Intelligence vice General Vernon A, Walters whois retiring 
about the Ist of June. The DCI observed that, while Mr, Knoche was now 
serving as Associate Deputy to the D/DCI/IC, he had had nearly a life- 
time of experience in a number of imvortant jobs in CIA and that he was 
highly qualified to guide CIA's day-to-day operations. Mr. Bush said that 
he was enthusiastic about this appointment and asked the Board Principals 
to give Mr, Knoche the same full cooperation that they were giving to his 
Intelligence Community Deputy, 


Mr. Bush commented that General Walters had served with 
enormous distinction and had made great contributions in a number of 
areas of vital concern to our country.

3. Review of Director of Central 


Intelligence Directives (DCIDs) 


noted that, to comply with Executive Order 11905, 
all existing DCIDs must be reviewed and updated by mid-May to be sure 
that they are consistent with the new Executive Order, He reported that 
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responsibility for the review had been assigned to the USIB committees, 
the D/DCI/NIO, and the D/DCI/IC as appropriate. said 
that, as the drafts are completed, DCIDs would be forwarded to the Board 


Principals by the Executive Secretary, USIB, for vote sheet action, He 
saidthat, for now, the major focus is on those changes needed to conform 
to pertinent aspects of the Executive Order. If the reviews should indicate 
that some DCIDs require time-consuming rewrites in order to resolve 
irmmportant issues, this would be done ata later date after the White House 
deadline had been met. concluded his remarks by asking 
the USIB Principals to y as possible after receiving the 
draft DCIDs in order to meet the time schedule set by the Executive Order.
